The  accompanying  tables  show  the  clinics  serving  the  inhabitants  of 
•The  district  and  details  of  the  work  carried  out  at  your  infants  Welfare 
and  Ante  Natal  Clinics. 

The  child  welfare  clinics  are  consultative  in  character  and  advice 
is  given  on  the  feeding  and  rearing  of  the  children.  As  soon  as  possible 
after  the  tenth  da;/-  from  the  birth  of  the  child  the  Health  Visitor  visits 
the  mother,  advises  her  re  feeding,  etc.  and  invites  her  to  the  clinic. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  infants  and  children  under  5  years  of  age 
under  observation,  as  in  this  way  abnormalities  can  be  detected  and  steps 
taken  to  make  the  necessary  treatment  available.  All  children  requiring 
medical  attention  are  referred  to  their  own  doctors  except  in  cases  of 
very  minor  ailments  for  which  normally  the  mother  would  not  take  the  child 
to  a  doctor. 

The  Clinics  at  Warsop  Vale  and  Welbeck  Colliery  Village  were  opened 
during  October  and  monthly  Clinics  are  held  there  in  addition  to  the  weekly 
clinic  at  the  Town  Hall,  Warsop. 

There  has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  all  attendances  at  the  Clinics 
during  the  year  under  review. 


ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC.

The  midwives  in  the  district  attend  the  clinic  whenever  possible 
with  their  cases. 

The  local  practitioners  have  been  invited  to  make  use  of  the  ante-natal 
clinic  for  examining  their  own  cases  any  Thursday  morning. 

Mr.  H.  Jordan  Malkin  who  was  appointed  as  consultant  for  ante-natal 
cases  referred  from  my  ante-natal  clinic  examined  nine  such  cases  during 
1941.

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  every  quarter  and 
chemical  analyses  once  per  year.  Co-operation  is  maintained  with 
all  interested  officials. 

(b)  Welbeok  Colliery  Village  Supply. 

The  private  supply  vas  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  during  the 
summer  of  1941,  and  a  connection  was  therefore  made  between  the  are 
village  water  mains  and  Meden  Valley  Water  supply  which  now  series  thi 
•(b)  We-11  Water-Supplies. 

Very  little  has  been  done  to  improve  the  water  supply  in  the 
Sookholine  area.  Some  minor  repairs  have  been  effected  to  the  supply 
system  which  has  its  origin  in  the  springs  at  Sookholme  Bath,  but 
there  still  remain  two  farms  and  five  cottages  whose  sole  supply  is 
from  shallow  wells,  all  of  which  have  been  found  to  be  unsafe. 

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  have  been  no  extensions  of  the  sewerage  system  during  1940. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Samples  of  the  final  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works  are  taken 
periodically  during  the  year.  In  all  cases  the  results  have  been 
satisfactory.  The  effluent  discharges  into  the  River  Meden  which 
flows  through  the  district.

The  past  year  has  again  been  a  very  busy  one  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  very  little  has  been  done  regarding  housing.  The  War  has 
thrown  many  additional  duti-  s  on  the  Health  Department,  but  it  is 
very  pleasing  to  bo  able  to  report  that  not  one  of  the  essential 
services  of  the  department  has  suffered  as  a  consequenco.  Very  few 
complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  and  there  has  been  very 
few  cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 

The  high  standard  of  efficiency  in  Public  Cleansing  has  been 
maintained  and  the  work  of  Salvaging  Waste  Materials  is  100  per  cent. 

I  am  sorry  this  report  must  of  necessity  bo  a  short  ono .  I  must 
again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Clerk 
and  other  Officials  of  the  Council  and  also  the  Workmen  in  the  Public 
Cleansing  Department,  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the 
past  year.

Any  position  can  be  duplicated  at  a  moment’s  notice:  one  of 
the  fillers  has  been  trained  as  tip  attendant  and  is  also  a 
qualified  motor  driver;  thus,  if  any  man  is  off,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  change  over. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 

at  the  Gravel  Lane  Tip. 

The  site  comprises  5a.  Ir.  30p.  of  the  excavated  portion  of 
a  sand  quarry.  The  Authority  desired  to  purchase  the  site  but 
their  representations  having  been  unsuccessful,  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  present  area  (extended  from  3-g-  acres  in  October, 

1936)  ,  to  bo  leased  to  the  Council  until  25th  December,  1945,  at 
the  nominal  ront  of  £1  per  annum.  Arrangements  are  now  in  hand 
to  lease  a  further  3  acres.

There  are  28  Cowsheds  and  33  Dairies  in  the  District.  Those 
are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  to  ensure,  as  far  as  possible 
compliance  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  These 
inspections  necessitate  many  early  visits  between  the  hours  of 
6.30  and  8.30  a.m.  while  tho  milking  is  in  progress.  Infringe¬ 
ments  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  have  been  dealt  with 
informally  and  statutory  action  has  not  been  found  necessary. 

MEAT  &  OTHER  FOODS . 

Animals  for  human  consumption  are  slaughtered  at  the  central 
slaughterhouse,  Mansfield.  Frequent  inspections  have  been  made 
of  carcases  and  offal  in  the  butchers*  shops,  but  I  have  found  no 
causo  for  complaint.  Small  amounts  of  moat  have  had  to  be 
condemned  duo  to  puir.if  action  but  the  quantities  have  been 
negligible . 

SLAUGHTERING  ON  UNLICENSED  PREMISES 

144  Notices  cf  '’occasional  slaughtering”  were  received  in 
respect  of  pigs  slaughtered  by  cottagers  on  unlicensed  premises; 
the  carcases  of  which  were  for  home  consumption  only. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  on  unlicensed  premises  shows 
an  increase  of  128  on  last  year’s  figure,  this  no  doubt  being 
due  to  the  Government  policy  of  encouraging  cottagers  to  keep 
pigs  and  assist  the  country’s  food  supply.

Th.e  several  shops,  markets,  stalls,  vans,  etc.,  from  which  meat  is 
sold  were  kept  under  strict  supervision  and  minor  infringements  were 
remedied  by  informal  action.
